Razor Grasped in Hand and Ram- 
Aling Note Prove Demented 
Man Ended Life. 


FARGO, N. D., Dec. 28.—Failmg to ar- 
rive at church, where his congregation 
had assembled for Sunday worship, a 
searching party was formed to find the 
Rev. Robert C. Dougherty, pastor of 
the Congregational Church at Buchan- 
an, N. D. On visiting his apartments 
over the Buchanan State Bank, the 
minister was found dead. 

He had committed suicide, a razor 
with which he had killed himself being 
gripped in his hand, while a rambling 
note half explaining the deed was found 
on a table. This note was evidently 
written Dec. 23, on which day he bor- 
rowed a revolver from a neighbor, but 
his courage failed him. His actions had 
been watched for some time by the peo- 
ple of Buchanan, who were not satis- 
fied that he was in his right mind. 

Mr. Dougherty formerly lived in Kan- 
sas City.

They were married,

By an agreement of the lawyers in 
the case, the young woman wil! re- 
ceive $750 gross alimony. This arrange- 
ment took the question of a financial 
settlement out of the hands of Judge 
Taylor, who granted the decree. 

Judge Rule, sitting for Judge Taylor, 
deferred the case a few days ago, re- 
fusing to grant the divorce until the 
identity of the parties to the suit was 
made ‘clear. A. R. Taylor, attorney for 
Moore, admitted Monday that the lat- 
ter was the son of the wealthy Vande- 
venter place physician. 

Lost Her Position, 


The young plaintiff, a brunette, was 
the principal witness Monday. She con- 
trolled her feelings during her recital 
until she told how, last Thursday, the 
day before Christmas, she lost her can- 
dy counter posit This was due, she 
said, to ‘the demands on her time made 
by the divorce suit. . 

“I was working in a candy ee, on 
Olive street when I became acquainted 
with Mr. Moore,"’ she testified. ‘We 
first met in the store. We decided to be 
married, but he said it would be best to 
go outside St. Louis, and to use assumed 
names, because he didn’t want to have 
it known for a while. 

“We went to East St. Louis Dec. 27, 
1907, and he gave his name as Pat 
Moran and mine as Mary E. James. 
We were married by Justice of the 
Peace Collins, and then we came back 
to St. Louis and went to our homes. 

“We met now and then, and about a 
week later he went to my home at 3315 
South Seventh street, and we told my 
parents of our marriage. He said then 
than he would fit up a home for me. 


Said He Couldn't Settle Down. 


“But he didn’t do anything toward 
getting a home, and when I saw him 
soon after that, he told me he didn’t 
think we were legally married, and did 
not seem disposed, to do anything for 
me. 

‘He said he would like to do the right 
thing, but he just couldn’t settle down. 
Another time he sent for me to meet him 
downtown, and had a man with him. He 
had been drinking, and he insisted that 
we were not legally married. 

“I was humiliated in the eyes of my 
acquaintances by my husband's treat- 
ment of me, and as a result I was made 
sick by nervousness and worry.” 

Mrs. Moore filed her suit Sept. 19 last. 
Conrad Paeben, her attorney, acted with 
Attorney Taylor in agreeing on the $750 
alimony settlement.

Cajtanissetta, ‘a’ Sicilian town of %,- 
000, a number of houses were 
down and the inhabitants fled for safe- 
ty to the streets. Vast crowds gatherdd 
in the parks and the churches are filled.

A dozen or more towns are badly dam- 
aged, those suffering the heaviest loss. 
being Stefanaconi, Messocasale, Maierto 
and Santanofrio. 

The quakes came while the people 
were asleep and they were given no timc 
to escape from tne toppling walls of 
their homes. 

A number of bodies—variously estimat- 
ed at from 10 to 3—have already been 
taken from the ruins and as the work of 
rescue has barely started, it is feared 
that the death list will reach an &ap- 
palling figure. 

Those who were awakened by the first 
shock fled from their homes almost 


naked and suffered intensely from the ) 


cold.

VIRGINIA CITY, Mont., 

4:30 yesterday afternoon this section 
was shaken by the severest of a series of 
seismic disturbances that have been go- 
ing cn for more than a week. 

The electric power and light plant 
was put out of commission. The extent 
of the damage is not known. Virginia 
City was in darkness last night. 

During the last week Virginia City 
experienced more than 90 earthquakes, 
in which the earth movement was very 
pronounced. Last Monday two shocks 
Within 10 minutes of each other drove 
people into the streets panic-stricken, 
caused cracks in several buildings and 
dislodged considerable plaster. 

Yesterday afternoon's tremor further 
cracked buildings, threw down plaster 
and scattered dishes from shelves and 
tables.

Capt. Hains Was Gloomy. 

“What was said by Capt. Hains when 
you saw him in August at Thornton’s 
house?’’ 

“He said his wife had been a good 
woman, but Annis had betrayed her.” 

“What was his appearance?” 

“He looked as if he had gone to pieces. 
He looked down at the floor, and twist- 
ed his hair. Sometimes he arose and 
whistled ard sang, then sat down again 
and became silent. It is a hard tning to 
describe, but it was al! unnatural.” 

Mr. Weaver said he took Capt. Hains 
to Boston on a trip for his health. Be- 
fore their departure Capt. Hains had 
supper at his house, Weaver said, and 
then they went to the train. During the 
trip, the witness said, Capt. Hains paid 
no attention to what wos going on. 

Mother in Court.

They Decline to Approve Im- 
prisonment for Failure to 
Pay Alimony.

Missouri Judges,.in annual conference 
Monday at the Court House, declined to 
adopt the reselution of Judge Moses 
Sale, which contemplated the impris- 
onment of husbands who fail to pay ali- 
mony. They adopted instead, a resolu- 
tion calling upon the Legislature to do 
something about it. 

They were agreed that husbands 
should pay their alimony, but did not 
think that the proper procedure was 
for the judges te declare the law in cén- 
ference, 

Judge Sale, championing his resolution, 
went after the alimony dedgers pretty 
hard. He said the thing to do with a 
man who would not pay alimony was 
to keep him in Jail until he rotted. 

Alimony Not a Debt. 

The resolution and the Judge’s ad- 
dress in support of it were based on 
the theory that alimony is not a debt 
and, therefore, does not come within 
the exemption frem imprisonment which 
debtors enjoy. He wanted the judges 
to declare by adopting the resolution 
that it is their sense that men who did 
not pay alimony can be imprisoned. 

He said that unless something of this 
kind was done the dvorce evil would 
grow. Judge Withrow seconded the mo- 
tion to adopt the resolution. Supreme 
Judge James D. Fox, who presided, 
called for expressions of opinion. 

Judge Daniel G. Taylor was the first 
to oppose the resolution. He said he 
did not think the judges had a right te 
announce a rule of law. 

Judge senas of West Plidins said he 
was under the impression that the Su- 
preme Court had held that alimony was 
a debt, and he said he thought the 
court was right in so holding. 

Vote Is 12 to 9. 

Judge Shields suggested that the best 
way for Judge Sale to find out whether 
alimony was a debt would be to impris- 
on a man for not paying alimony, and 
see how it would turn out. He was op- 
posed, he said, to the conference ex- 
pressing an opinion about it. 

Judge Williams agreed with Judge 
Sale in some respects, but did not fa- 
vor the proposed action. 

Judge Davis suggested that instead of 

the conference expressing its opinion of 
the matter, the Legislature be asked to 
take some action that would accomplish 
the desired result. His motion carried 
by a vote of 12 to 9. Some of the judges 
present did not vote. 
The judges were entertained at lunch- 
eon at the University Club by the St. 
Louls Bar Association. There was a 
program of speeches which had been 
arranged by a committee headed by for- 
mer Judge O’Nelll Ryan, president of 
the Bar Association.

It is said that the arrests have been 
delayed to allow the Councilmen to act 
on some necessary legislation for the 
operation of the city government and 
that as soon'‘as the appropriate ordi- 
nance is passed by councils tonight the 
police will take charge of the men 
wanted before they can leave the City 
Hall. 

Combating this report is the fact that 
Mayor Guthrie is now in Philadelphia 
and will return Wednesday, when a big 
meeting will be held which the officers 
and attorneys of the Voters’ League and 
District Attorney Blakely will attend. 
It is said that many arrests will fol- 
low this meeting WecCnesday. On all 
sides there is apparen., no doubt that 
President Roosevelt has interested him- 
self in the scandal.

He 
refused, and the Willeford boys Jrew 
revolvers and began shooting. 


Ruby File, Sam’s brother. was shot 
through the head, and he died within a 
few hours.

A new trial on the charge of sending 
gin in bottles with improper labels, by 
express, was denied Lee Levy Monday.

Kirchener Monday declared her 
insane. 

McClure, who is St. Louis agent for 
the Lake Shore & Lehigh Valley freight 
line, with an office in the Pierce Build- 
ing, said Monday: 

‘“‘Miss Beatty lived eight months in 
my home, 4267 Lucky street. She left be- 
cause I did not think her studies of 
occult and psychic subjects helped her 
in caring for my children. 

In a Sanitarium for a Time, 

‘‘Miss Beatty was a cousin of my late 
wife. I sent for her to come here from 
Bonner’s Ferry, Idaho, because I need- 
ed someone to keep house and look after 
my children. 

“Since she left, last September, she 
returned but ohce, and then only to get 
some clothes. When she first left, I 
arranged for her to stay at the Baptist 
Sanitarium, but she soon left there, 
and has since lived in different places. 
I offered to send her to her relatives in 
Minnesota, but she preferred to remain 
in St. Louis.”’ 

Mrs. George C. Bogue of 5402 Cabanne 
avenue, at whose home Miss Beatty 
lived for a time, said Monuay: 

“Miss Beatty was peculiar at times, 
but she had a remarkably sweet dispo- 
sition. I knew of her studies of hyp- 
notism, but never talked with her much 
about them. She also thought herself 
a Christian Scientist, but her concep- 
tion of Christian Science seemed to me 
a’ very pecullar one 

Taken to City Hbspital. 

“When I last saw her, about three 
weeks ago, she told me she was living 
on Maple avenue, just west of Hamil- 
ton, and was working as a seamstress.

Quite as important as the renewal of the Fed- 
eral prosecution of the Beef Trust at this time 
would be a'few vigorous State investigations of 
the Turkey Trust. The States can perform this 
task without difficulty. It must be that the facts 
are easily accessable, and, with the public once in 


| possession of them, it would not take long fo 


find a remedy. “If everything had increased ih 
price during the last 15 or 20 years as turkeys 
have done in the retail markets the wealth of 
this country would be fabulous. 

Nearly all investigations into the high cost of 
living end in unimportant discoveries and rec- 
ommendations. -Retailers blame the middlemen 
and the middlemen blame eombinations higher 
up, most of which have no difficulty in produc- 
ing figures that seem to prove that they are not 
at fault. In the case of turkeys it should be 
possible for an tnquirer to get at the exact facts, 
and it is probable that the truth in this case 
‘would throw a flood of light upon practices 
which are grinding the faces of the American 
poor as they have never been ground before. , 

Why should turkeys sell for two or three times 
as much today as they did a decade or two ago? 
Who receives the’ money? By what combina- 
tion is this extortion practiced? What part do 
the .cold storage houses play in the conspiracy? 
To what extent is the holiday spirit taken ad- 
vantage of? Has the supply kept pace with the 
increase of population, and, if not, why not? 

The probability is that a searching investiga- 
tion of this one food problem would reveal ‘the 
true answer as to all the other questions involved 
in the increased cost of living so far as food 
products are concerned. If turkeys can be cor- 
nered and held at exorbitant prices every other 
article of food can be monopolized in the same 
fashion. 
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NO EXCUSE FOR MURDER. 

In one form or another in murder cases in- 
volving the so-called unwritten law, the defense 
is usually permitted to justify murder. No at- 
tempt is made to excuse other crimes: Men 
charged with burglary or arson deny their guilt. 
They do not confess it-and then seek to prove 
that it was commendable. 

Under the law the deliberate and premedi- 
tated killing of a human being is murder. The 
law recognizes ho excuses. Good or bad, the 
victim is entitled to live, and the man who kills 
him in cold blood is a murderer. The law recognizes 
nothing except self-defense, and under its his- 
toric interpretation even that cannot be pleaded, 
except when the peril is real and imminent. 

In the Hains case, now on trial in New York, 
the defense has sought to justify the crime as 
well as to deny the active participation in it of 
the present defendant. The judge, however, has 
had views of his own on the subject, and Satur- 
day, in a few words, he made it clear that neither 
the dead man nor the woman whom he is said 
to have beguiled are to be tried in this proceecd- 
ing. The only question before him is the guilt 
or innecence af Thornton Hains, and no evidence 
as to his own or his brother’s grievance is to 
be presented. ; 

If courts generally would adhere to this ruling 
they would dignify the written law, and make 
short work of the barbarism that masquerades 
under cover of the unwritten law.

Kauf- 
mann was offered a match with John- 
son in the event of him beating Jim 
Barry on Wednesday night, but he 
promptly turned down the offer. Ketchel 
was also asked to meet Langford, but he 
got out of it easily by stating that his 
manager would not allow him to fight 
a colored man. 


‘Gus Ruhlin, the retired heavyweight 
pugilist, is another one of the big fel- 
lows who is willing to re-enter the ring 
and fight Jack Johnson, the present 
champion, for the heavyweight title. 
Gus is still of the opinion that he can 
g0 so:ne, and if Johnson will consent 
to meet him he will lose no time in sign- 
ing for a battle. In the event of the 
big black refusing to take him on, Ruh- 
lin says he will fight Tom Sharkey. 


Tommy Burns, the ex-heavyweight 
champion, who has been fighting for 
eight years, has pulled down $159,851.25 
in purses from his battles.

It always looked lke 
shortsighted policy to play these ante- 
season championship series. They can 
mean nothing by way .of co™Mparing 
rival teams. Such games are a test of 
condition, not of playing strength, for 
as a rule ball teams in March and April 
are passing through an experimental 
stage and may not resemble their own 
appearance in the fall of the year. By 
takin; all the zest out of the opening 
of a baseball season a spring series 
really gives a club owner no financial 
profit. He merely obtains, a few days 
in advariee, coin which wouid become 
his during the early days of a pennant 
race anyway. The other clubs in the 
leagues, which were unable to play 
spring series, but which were sched- 
uled to open the regular season th St. 
Louis, were the real losers. There has 
been no rule forbidding such events, 
however, and so long as the club own- 
ers desired they Were played. Bresna- 
han’s announcement, therefore, is sure- 
ly indicative of the ‘act it is intended 
to give him full power in everything 
pertaining to the Cardinals next year. 
Whether or not he justifies this con- 
fidence, of course, rests upon himself. 
The making of a baseball manager is 
more or less of a gamble. Many have 
tried and failed, although giving far 
greater promise than others who have 
tried and succeeded. Some years ago 
the majority of people did not. believe 
Fielder Jones had the complex ability 
necessary to handle a big league ¥ 
club. A little later there were as fn 
doubters when Frank Chance was as- 
signed to the task of acting manager, 
when Frank Selee was obliged to lay 
down the reins in midseason on account 
of ill health. Before that season was 
over Chance had demonstrated his right 
to @ permanent berth as manager and 
every one in the tand since has. taken 
off his hat to these two Chicago grau- 
uates from the ranks.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—Local financial 
conditions are more nearly ‘normal than af 
any previous time since the fire of April, 1906.
